Commanding Oficers will be careful to e&plain to 
the Native Troops, that although Government had 
deemed it necessary to enjoïn these measure of precan- 
tion, for the henefit of the Native Soldier and of his 
relatives, it undertakes no responsibility for the pay- 
ment of the whole sum originally eutrusted to any ine 
dividual, but merely fer the due disposal of such sun:s 
and effects (or procecdsof effeets,) as may be actualiy 
in the possession ofthe parties at the time of their 
debease, and paid inte the hands of thc Superintendent 
of Family payments. an 

The regulations now in force, vespecting the effects 
of deceased Native Officers and Sepoye, in as far as 
they may be applicable to Native Troops serving be- 
yond Sea, and in as fer as they may not be supersed- 
ed by the present Orders, are to be strictly attended to 
by the Family Agent, and which regulations will pre 
elude him from investigating and deciding upon con« 
tested claims of succession ta the effects or estate of a 
deceascd Native Officer or Sepoy, especially when such 
claims may have been institnted inany of the establishe 
ed Courts of Civit Jutticature. 'Fhe Family Agent 
will also duly conform to the clause cf those regulations 
enjoïining, that in faïture of legal representatives to the 
deceased, or of duly supported applications on the 
documents directed to he:transmitted to tbe Family 
Agent, within twelve Months, from the date of the 
deposit into his hands, tacluline the arrears druwn, 
the amount so remaining uoclaimed is then hy him to 
be paid into the General Treasury at the Presideney, 
and the Family Agent will forward to the Olice of the 
Adjutant General a Statement of all sums so pad, 
there to remain for reference in the event of applica- 
tions for the amount, at any sitbseguent period.

$ September 28, in sight of Trinity Mart, 
fell èn with a British ship, moanting sixteen 
18 and 24.pound carronades, and aboùt 200 
Ien, most óf them troops, and a schoover, 
with six 4.pounders, and 50 or 60 men, 
Wiheu within reach of the ship, she gave us a 
broadside— we ran in between the two vessels, 
aud commeneed a cluse action, whieh contia 
nued with much spirit on both sides, for 3 
hours And 20 minutes, when the guns of the 
Nonsuch, (12tb. carronades,) having got 
heated by repeated discharges, broke from their 
bolts and brcachiegs, fore and aft, on both 
sides, and were all dismounted. Au this situa- 
tion Captain Levely determined to attempt to 
carry theship by boarding, but some of our 
rigging being shot away, we were unable to 
get along side, and the two vessels consequente 
ly escaped, and bote up for Martinico. Our 
sails and rigging was much Cut to pieces, and 
Bull econsiderably damaged—wereccived one 
shot between wind and water, which caused 
us to Teak, We dismounted several of the 
ship’s Euùs, and damaged her very much in 
her sails and rigging==from the Gonfusion on 
board, we presume she must have lost man 
men. In this action we had killed, D. Chris. 
tian, L. Reily, and Buvid M’Carty, seamen ; 
Wounded, Mr. J. Wilkinson, saiiitng-master, 
in the body, since dead, Mr. White, prize- 
master, severely in both fect, Ck. Cook, dan. 
gerously, C. Arrel, RB. Manning, P. Nelson,

The prisoner Bernado in his defence, 
Called several witnesses; one of whom

The Chief Justice then passed sentence 
gf death on the Prisoner, and he was ordered 
for execution on Monday next. 

The Grand Jury having returned a true 
bill against Ar. William Black for a nris- 
demeanor, in having sent a challenge to 
Mr. Edward Brightman, and dispatched 
other business, was directed to adjourn till 
Monday next. Previous to its departure 
however, Mr. William Wollen a young 
gentleman of the Civil Service was called 
zuto Court, and severely reptittanded by 
‘the Chief Justice.

Ît was mentioned in last week’s Mirrot 
that five seacuunies, lately belonging to the 
ship Asia, had been brought to Culcutta 
from the Eastward, on board the Matilda, 
totake theit trial in the Supreme Court, 
on acharge of murder and piracy. At 
the date of that publication, we were un- 
informed of the particulars of the loss of 
the ship, or of the murder ; this infofma= 
tion has been since supplied by the depo- 
sition of. Mr. Patton, late St othcer of the 
ship, a copy of which has been obligingly 
communiéated to us, and from which the 
following account is taken s— 

< Fhat the ship Asië, about 1000 tons 
burthen; belouging to Messrs, Forbas and 
Co. of Bombay, commanded by Samuel 
Stewart, bound to the port of Bombay, 
from Batavia, from whence the said ship 
sailed on or about the Ìlth March, 1813. 
Fhat the said William Patton entered 
into, or joined the said ship Asia, as third 
ofbcer, on or about the 9th of March. 
Fhat after the Asia had left Batavia, 
while beating te windward amongst the 
Islands in that vicinity; the ship grounded 
on the bank adjoining Thwart-the-wäy- 
Island, in the Straits of Sunda, on the 
15th March, where the ship reinained 
agrouad for four hours; after being hove 
aflaat aguin, by the stream anchor and 
cable, the Asit was found.teaky, having 
21 inches water in the hold, which occas 
stoned pumping every watch, whercas 
the ship was only pamped once'at 14 
inches, while 1 was on board, pfeviously 
te gronnding. 

“<< On the 16th March, (he Asie weigh. 
êd from the situation where she was an. 
choredz after getting afloat as above stated, 
myself; the captain, other officers, and all 
banas being on deck, the ship steering a 
W. byS. course, the wind about S. KE, 
which course was continued about Sor 9 
days—l cannot state the exact day of the 
menth, as.my journal and memorandum 
were destrsyed by the seacunnies. 

<< On or about the 29th March, the 
wind shifted to the S. W. blowing strong, 
with a heavy swell -—on the next day the 
wind ‘encreased, with hard squalls and 
heavy rain. ‘The leak of the ship encreas- 
ig very fast, so that all baùds could not 
ea or about the Slst March, the top- 
sails were close reefed, and the mizen top- 
sail handed, the gale then encreasing, the 
sip labouring in a heavy cross swell and 
not steering, Captain Stewart ordered the 
mizen mast to be cut away, which was ac- 
cordingly done, I wasthen sent into the 
pump-well to ascettain the quantity of wan 
ter in the ship, wltere, to the best of may 
judgment, 1 found nearly five feet water; 
ou reporting the quantity of water to the 
captain, he ordered (he main and fore top= 
masts to be cut away, the topsails being 
previously handed, after the topmasts were 
cut away, the topsail yards fell ou deck. 

‘CAtS8 p. m. on the same day, the fore- 
sail split in pieces, the ship being then 
close to the wind with her head about W. 
N. Wa heavy sea struck her at this 
time and cârried away the upper part of 
the rudder, and unshipped the tiller, so 
that the ship became quite unmanageabie. 

“<On or about the Ist April we had got 
the rudder so repaired as to be able to ship 
the titler again, a new fore-sail was bent, 
and foresstayssail; and 1 was ordered 
again to visit the pump=welt, where I 
found the water encreased to about six 
feet. 

«< The captain then called a consul- 
tation of the officers, consisting of himself, 
Mr. Duncan Campbell, chief officer, Mr. 
James Stuat,:2d officer, and: myself, and 
Dr. Wm. Benn,a passenger: when it 
was the unanimous opinion, the ship would 
founder, anel it was agreed to hoist out the 
boats; having oniy the launch and cutter 
left; the small cutter being carried away 
by the wreek of the mizen-mast ; the boats 
were accordingly heisted out, and pro- 
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“visions and water put into them; also nine 
__tióusand dollars belonging to the captain 


and ofticers, and two of the shrip’s muskets, 
two chtlasses, and one brace of pistols, 
sito the launch ;-and twe thousánd collars 
beionging to me, without any arms: wlati 
evet, in the cutter. 

< On ar about the 2d April, E was 
ordeted again into the pump-wellby the 


_ captain, where Lfourid the water éncteased 


to about nine feet, and we continued pump- 
ing until the évening aksóut 9 o'clock, 
when the hetohes were forced upby the 
wate r;—Captain: Stewart then ordered 
all bands te get intothe boats.

not recolleer, the gunner’s mate, John 
Purvis,and seven seacunnies, under charge 
of the 2d officer, Mr. J. Stuat. When 


the launch was full, they left the ship by 


order of the captain, who desired the 
launch to lye bye, and he would join them 


‚directly in the cutter. 


„& In the cutter were put the femaining 
partof the crew, excepting nineteen Ins- 
cars, who were siekly aud feeble, and could 
not be accommodated, as both boats were 
filled as full as possible; these nincteen 
men were left to their fate in the ship, and 
after Dr. Bean, passenger, Mr. Duncan 
Campvell, chief mate, and myself, were in 
the boat, Captain Stewart followed, and 
we left the ship; and in about five 
minutes-after, the Asia foundered. 

“£ We then rowed wo the launch, Cap- 
tain Stewart, Dr. Bean, and Mr. Duncan 
Campbell, chief mate, went on board the 
launch, wheu the captain ordered Mr. 
Stuat, second officer, te join me in the cùüt- 
ter, at this time all hands were inusterel ; 
there were found in the launch in alf 
seventy persons, and in the cutter thirty- 
five persons, including all that were 
saved, i 

<< To the best of my judgment, the Asia 
foundered inten degrees South latitude, 
and about eightysfive degrees East lon- 
gitude, the wind then tothe Southward, 
the weathér modertating, the boats steered 
close to the wind about W. by S.—fhe 
captain said his intention was to make the 
Island Diego Garcia, which Island on or 
about the &lof April, the day after the 
ship sunk, by observation in the launch, 
was conputed to bear W. 8 degrees S. of 
the boats. This day both captain and 
chief mate being iil, the secourl mate Mr. 
Stuat was taken into the launch, «mt F 
remained the only officer in the cutter 
Fhe boats continued steering in com pary 
from W. by S. to West, until on or about 
the 13th day of April, when intbe night: 
of that day, about half past ten, Ì was 
hailed in the cutter from the launch by 
same person te come along side, and Ì im- 
medtately went, asthe captain had given 
me previous orders to take the launch iz 
tow if the wiud should moderate, which 
was the case at this time, 

“On goïng atongside the launch, 
found the seacunnies and Malays armed» 
with barrels of two muskets, the stocks and 
locks being knocked eff, with two cutlasses 
and some table knives 3 the scacunnies or 
dered me to come into the launch, desiring 
me not to be afraid. When Í got inte 
the laaneh,d ebvervel Captaia Siewert, 
Dr. William: Bear, Mr. Bancan Cam 
bell, and Mr. Stuat, were not there, and the 
boat was much stained with blood ; the 
seacunnies then informed me, they had 
murdered the captain and officers; aud 
being then exceedingly apprehensive for 
my own life, Eid not think it prudent 
to enqutre into the cause of the murder, 
the seacunnies of themselves told me it 
was (he want of water that had indaced 
them to kill the Captain and officers: at 
this time, £ was under too much ‘fear ta 
remonstfate or enquire; but 1 saw only 
one of the casks of water, which was put 
into the Launch, was then expended. 
Next morning Ll remarked the gunner 
and his mate were wounded; I also saw 
that several lascars were missing, but Í 
did not attempt to count them. 

“On orabout the 15th of April, the 
stacunnies again called the cuttera longe 
side the brunch and made her fast asterag 
anc took my money, two thousand dollars, 
and elothes on board the launch ; the boats 
continued to steer as before about West 
and W. b. S. The seacunnies enquired 
óf nie whercabouf.the boats were, Ì teld 
them aboat three hundred miles fronx 
Diego Garcia, thesame course was then 
continued until it fell nearly calm, when 
the seacunnies ordered the launch to be 
taken in tow by the cutter, and a lascar 
was sent totbe mast head of the launch at 
sunset to observe if land was in sight :— 
the man reported there was an -appcarance 
of land, the scacunnies then ordered the 
oars to be manned and cheered up the 
lascars to row for thedard. On this night 
about half past nine, the cuttcr slipped 
the tow rope and rowed awayto wind- 
ward ; alascar mentioned the rope being 
cut andthé cuttèr havine left the launcn; 
the seacunnies then hailed the cutter, bat 
the people in the cutter made no reply 
bat kept pulling to windward vand E saw 
the:cutter no more, :

< From the time of the murder, the 
seacunnies did not ask me to observe the 
latitude, and 1 was too apprehensive to do 
it without their request ; they declined my 
advicetosteer E. N. E. and steered the 
launch about N. E, 

€ On or about the 2Ist of April, we saw 
abriginthe N. B. quarter standing to 
the E.‚ S. E—the brig bore up and came 
nearly within hait, but from the confusion 
io giving the lascars water, the people in 
the brig seemed to be frightened, and made 
sail from the launch; this appeared to 
bea Chuliah which I afterwards saw at 
Prince of Wales Island. 

„&% At the time the brig steered away 
frem the launch, the seacunnies threw 
overboard the broken: muskets, cutlasses, 
and pistols; together with tbe money be- 
longing to the captain and officers, being 
nine thousand dollars, but did not throw 
my two thousand dollars with it, which Î 
asked them to spare as it way my own, Ì 
also suid E would take charge of the nine 
tbousand dollars if they would permit me, 
zather than it should be thrown into the 
gea, which the seacunnies would not allow. 

«% After parting with the chuliah brig 
(the launch entirely under the direction 
ef the scacunnies} continued steering N. 

_Eastward, until on or about the 28th of 
April, when we saw the. land in the 
morning; then by making all sail and 
rowing, we got within about half a mile 
of this land, when five armed prows came 

„2E, of whom the seacunnies enquirel in 

Portuguese what land it was, they inform- 
ed us the Nicobar Islands, which they 
termed also Sambilongs, the seacunnies 
enquired if there were any houses on 
shore—the natives replied no—they en- 
paired of the sencunnics in Portuguese if 
We had (obacco or liquor—and were an- 
gwered no—they then enquired our inten- 
tion of coming there, when the seacunnies 
told ther the lass of the ship at sea, and 
that they were steering for the nearest land 
they could make. 

The seacunnies exchanged some 
linen belonging to the captain and officers 
for cocoa-nutsand fish, and then agreed to 
put to sea again, being fearful of the pco- 
ple who were armed with spears and 
arrows; they then consulted with me for 
the first time since the murder, and deli- 
vered the laanch into my charge. 

“< The wind being then about S. W. 
the launch leaky, l judged it prudent to 
steer E. S. E‚ with a view of making the 
land near Prince of Wales Island: The 
seacunnies required meto steer for Junk 
Ceylon. 

‘€ On or about the Tet of May, we made 
Pulo Bouton, whetg we saw no natives, 
but the scacunnies leff one lascar on shore, 
who was sick, which they did without my 

“consent, saying he was sick and useless; 
‘at this time only thirty persons were alive 
‘out of seventy that went into the Taunch 
from the Asia; the seacuanies daily throw- 
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ing the people alive into the sea, as they 
became solicitous for water, amongst 
whom were the wounded gunner and his 
mate, who begged for mercy, but the 
seacunnies replied they had been severe 
with them at the Isle of France, and they 
would take their revenge, 

<< At Paulo Bouton we put into the 
creek, landed every thing and caulked 
the launch, and filed the water casks, 
tobk in some wood and shell-fish, and nezt 
day stood to S. Eastward: 'Fhe seacun- 
nies enquired of me what land we had put 
into, Ì purposely told them Pulo Sayer, 
that they might not understand we were 
so near to Prince of Wales Island, 

<< On or aboutthe 5d day of May, the 
Jaunch"was within fifteen milesof Prince 
of Wales Island, the people enquired 
what land it was; Freplied Junk Ceyton, 
after which we sawtwo China Junksand 
some prows steering from Prince of Wales 
Island towards Queeda, the scacunnies 
then said the land was Prince of Wales 
island, Ì replied it was not, at this time 
one of the prows being near, the Malay 
ark in the launch waved to the prow 
which came along side, and the seacunnies 


and lascars purchased some rice, pine ape 


ples and tobacco; and the Malay lascars 
eaquired what land it was, and were in 
formed Pulo Penang ; then the seacunnics 
told me I had deceived them by bringing 
them to Prince of Wales Ìsland, aud 
threatened to heave me overboard, 

“<The prow then left us, and joined sce 
ven other prows, it being then calm, and 
our oars broken, we could not avoid the 


seven prowsthat rowed towards us, and- 


proved to be armed; when they came 
near the launch, they hailed, and enquir- 
ed ‘in the Malay language if we wished 


should be done, Ì replied to strike, as no 
defence could be made; the prows (hen 
desired us tolower our sails, which was 
immediately done, and four of the prons 
boarded the launch and took my money, 
the two time-keepers, two compasscs, 
book of charts, six single charts, one sex- 
tant, all the linen in the boat, and fifty 
silver spoons belonging to the captain gad 
officers, and then insisted on searching 
every person in the boat for money

<< Jthen desired the people to deliver

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LOSS OF HIS MAJESTYS SHIP 
DAEDALUS. gee 

The uncertainty of Human Life and the 
reverses it is liuble to, tho’ every day made 
the subject of observation, are each day and 
hour more intimately brought hometo the 
hearts of individuals by occurrences pecu- 
liarly affecting them. 

After a prosperous tho’ a tedious vpyage, 
the Daedalus and her convoy made the’ Island 
of Ceylon near Pointde Galle, and kept her 
course to the Eastward all night :—0n the 
morning of the 2d of July, she as usual led 
the flcet, and was running with a fine breeze 
at the rate of fouror five knots thro’ the 
water, which smoofh asa pond shewed no 
sign of danger near. Just beforceight bells 
struck, all hands were roused and alarmed 
by feelingthe Ship grateasit were along a 
graveliy bottom, and then stick fast—every 
one rushed òn deck when the disfressing 
trath too evidently appeared. The Ship 
had struck and grounded ona ghoal—no in- 
dication of shallow water had been perceptia 
ble—tho’ coloured, it was not more so than 
all the morning and evening previous, 

Immediately the signal $* Standing into 
Danger,” was made to the fleet, and boats 
were lowered down, to sound all around her, 





and secing that she would neither steer nor 


move ahead, the topsails were clewed down 
and the foresail hauted up—she did not 
strike violently but continued rolling const. 


‘derably, and it appeared she was aground 


entirely aft, for her head wore round. She 
continued thus from the time she úrst struck 
for some minutes, and while the boats were 
Bgeestuining the deepest water, she forged 
ahead and gatliered, way-=the topsails were 
iastantly sheeted home; the foresail set and 
she once more floated. ‘The well had been 
sounded, and at that time shewed nothing 
alarming, but the quarter.masters very soon 
reported the rudder twisted through in the 
neck close to the rudder chain bolts, on 
which the quarter tackles were hooked ou, 
and the ship steered by them, 

Whilst aground we had observed the false 
keel and several splinters foat alongside, but 
had hoped the damage extended no further, 
A report was now made, that the coek-pit 
and bread room were nearly fall of water, 


_ and it appeared that there were several large 


leaks, which did not find their way to the 
well immediately, and this occasioned the 
favorable report from thence.—lhe chain 
and hand pumps had beer mauned, and now 
were vigorousiy worked, and for some time 
their exertions scemed successful—at this 
time the Ship hadrun into deep water, and 
the Beet, out of all risk, had hove to by sig- 
nal—the Bridgewater was spoke, and a sig. 
nal made for the boats of the fleet, and car, 
penters were procured to assist those on 
board, who in their search for the leaks re. 
moved the bread and part of the ceiling, and 
found them considerable, tho’the bread and 
other obstacles for a while prevented: the 
water from finding its way to the well. 

For some time the principal injury was 
suspected to be on the larboard side far aft, 
and not much under water mark, and the 
cabin and aftetrmost guns were run forward 
to bring the Ship by the head, and a sail was 
put in hand to be thrummed with oakum 
and tar, for pulling uuder her bottom=—=which 
operation was most ably and assiduously stre 
peridtended by Capt. Hughes of the Bridge. 
water; and Captain Nisbett of the Essex 
repaired on board as soon as we hove to. 

Soon the order was given, and as promptly 
executed; to throw the quarter deck guns 
with their shot, &c. overboard. All hands 
were alert with hope and zet}, and to a man 
most active in the discharge of their duty; 
the pumps vented an immense body of water, 
and as mâny hands as possible were employ. 
ed in baling with buckets. The carpenters 
now deelared the Maks to be far under water, 
either about the keel, the stern post or both. 
The rudder was found to work so much that 
it was thought proper to get it unshipped, 
which by the suggestion and assistance of 
Captain Hughes, was speedily accomplish. 
ed, and it was brought alongside bya haw. 
Sor. Thestern post was then observed partly 
gone and partly loose—the water was gain. 
Mg on the pumps, tho’ actively worked, and 
approaching the orlep deck; the sail now 
ready, was got over, but from the ragged 
state of tha bottom, was chiefly torn in pic- 
ces, and rendered useless, as stern-way could 
not be given the Ship, to aid the suction in 
drawing in the oakum. Axother sail prepar. 
ed, aud mear time the pump most spiritedly 
plyed, each man vied with another in excr. 
tién tho’ the water always inereased.—The 
leaks were now discovered, but only to shew 
their extent and danger, with the impossibilie 
tyof stopping them. They were on either 
side, very far aft, and occasioned by the 
original weakness of the Ship (long before 
apparent from numerous circumstances but 
particularly from. the sinking of her Deck) 
which permitted one of the aftermost lower 
dek beams to bilge her at both ends-—Ân- 
other were her stern post fell out, admitted 
a stream larger than a man's body, The 


state of the ship was nowJnearly hopeless=— 
All the main deck guns with their shot had 
been thrown overboard—the other sail was 
got overthe stern, but the leaks were too 
numerous and large to be remedied in any 
degree by such means—The people ezhauste 
ed by unremitting labour for eight hours,

pany, by the boats in waiting were carried 
on board the nearest Indiamen. She now 
began to take in water at the main deck 
ports, and was fast settling—Evident!y. she 
could not long float, when the Officers after 
seeing not enly the Ship’s Company, but 
every living thing and allthe propèrty vrijje 
in reach safe, after going through every part 
of the vessel yet above water, with heavy 
hearts quitted the Ship. Her Commander 
alone remained till every soul was in tha 
boats, and at a quarter beforesix o’clock he 
also took a final leave of her, in about fiva 
ininutes lurching deeply she fell on her 
larboard beam ends, and continued so nearly 
a minute, then she righted shewing only her 
quarter deck ports above water, when gran 
dually and majestically disappearing, the 
Dedalus sunk for ever. 

Those who have never experienced a simîe 
lar disaster cannot understand the distress 
they feel who suffera misfortune like thaty 
of which the above isa plain unvarnished 
relation. Who shall tel} the grief of an Of. 
ficer when he sees the Ship he commauded’ 
in spite of all his cfforts and those of a gallant 
Crew founder before him—-Happy those wha 
in similar circumstances, as in the present 
instance can console themselves under such 
a dispensation of Providence by this cheering 
reflection—€ I have done my duty.”

Lord VARMOUTH versus Lord MONTFORT.

An information preferred by Lord Yarmouth 
against Lord Montfort, for encroachments 
under the Building Act, was yesterday heard 
at Marlborough-street office before Messrs. 
Conant and Neave. There were three counts 
in the information, complaining of the erec. 


tion of a front, which projected 14 inches 


beyond the general line of the fronts of 
houses in Seymour-place ; a pfojectiou of a 
bow window at the back of lord Montfort’s 
house in Park lane; and of the erection of a 
high wall adjoining laord Yarmouth’s. 

In support of the information, several 
district surveyors and architects were called, 
who gave their opinion that the several sub. 
jeets of complaiut were coutrary to the 
Building Act; that the wall, which income 
mouded the house of Lord Yarmouth, was not 
a party-wall; and that the front of Lord 
Moutfort’s house projected 14 inches beyond 
the general line of the fronts of the houses, 
which darkened the complainant’s arca. 

In support of the defence, Mr. Wyatt, 
Mr. Cockrell, and other architects, were 
called, all of whom considered the wall which 
had been run up as a party-wall, as origie 
nally intended so before the Building Act. 
They did not conceive that any encroachment 
had beeu made upon the general line of the 
street. ‘The Magistrates saw no grouuds for 
complaint at the back of the house in Park. 
street. Théy were of opinion, however, that 
the front wall did extend 14 inches over the 
line of the other houses, and that the wall, 
called a party-wall, was not so, and contrary 
to the Building Act. The encroachments 
were ordered to be abated, and ameinded ac.

The account of the great battle of Boro-- 


dino, of which the following is an épitome, 
has been circulated at St. Petersbaürgh, where 
it is ascribed to the pen of Sîr Robert Wilson 
and it may, therefore, we suppose, be deemed 
an authentic sketch of that important ac. 
tion 2— 
C'The Russina army having exchangcd 
Commanpers. continued its retreat upon the 
village of Horodino, between Mojaisk and 
Frisk, on the high Moscow raad. lt was here 


notwithstanding 


reinforced by 18,000 effective. men under 
General Miloradowitch, and 21,000 militia, 
chiefly armed with pikes, under General 
Markow. Thetotal number of the Russian 
army, exclusive of militia, amounted to 105,000 
effective men ; the French army amoùunted to 
130,000, reinforcements having been drawu 
to it from the military posts occupied by the 
enemy. 

‘< Bonaparte, contrary to all expectation, 
as he had omitted the favourable moment for 
attacking the Russians on their march from 
Smolensk, to repass the Dnieper, presented 
his army in order of battle on the 24th. It 
is pessible that the appointment of Prince 
Kutousoff had baffled his hopes of peace; 
and that he felt himself now obliged to effect 
that-by force, which he was in hopcs tó have 
obtained by the influence of fear on the Rus. 
sian Cabinet. Certain it is, that he himself 
regeeted his former neglect of opportunity, and 
that he said, “* IT have lost one of the most 
brilliant occasions of my life!’ 

<< Prince Bagration’s army sustained tho 
Russian left; but it was very much advanced 
in front of the centre and right. A battery 
of seven guns on a hill covered the advance of 
Prince Bagration's army, which £ shall in 
futare call the Second Army. Ë 
“The action began about two ofcloëk in the 
afternoon of the 26th, and was furiously 
fought on both sides until near dark, when 
the enemy possessed himself of the hill and 
battery, and obliged the Second Army to rc. 
tire and take up its position in alignement 
with tbe First Army, keeping some hills in 
its front, on which batteries were erected” 
Ou the morning of the 26th, the French, 
with all their force, again fell upon Prince 
Bagration ; after a desperate resistance broke 
in upon him, obtiged him to retreat in some 
disorder, and the reserves of the first army 
were under the necessity of moving to the 
left and front, to cover his works and oppose 
the enemy ; which service was effectually ex 
eented, and the second army being raltiet 
again, advanced into battle, and in íts turn” 
supported the troops that had covered it. 
The Russian line was, however, obliged to 
throw back its left a little, so as to form au 
angle with a part of the centre and right. 
At the satient point of thisangle was a batte. 
ry, wich, if taken and kept by the enemy

position, and obliged a retteat. Buonaparte 
finding that the Russians remained steady, 
the tremendous artillery 
cross.fire, resolved to have this work carried. 
Various attempts were made during the day, 
by cavalry and infantry, but they were af. 
ways repulsed. Fowards nine o'clock in the 
morning, Gen. Bouami had, however, lodged 
himself in the battery, in front of the Rusa 
sian left; but General Gormouloff seizin;s” 
the command of a column, (for he was 
Staff Officer), rashed upon the battery, rea’ 
carried it, put every man in it to the bayonet 
except General Bonami, who fairly escaped 
with 20-wounds, one of which struck into 
his breast. Towards dusk the enemy’s forse 
retired, abandoniug the battery, which he 
had again carried about 4 o’claek in the after. 
neon, and which battery had been taken and. 
retaken three times during the day. He gra. 
duaily withdrew back upon some works im: 
his rear, out of cannoe-shot, and from thencu 
fell back about two wersts and a half, with 
his main body; giving orders for his heavy 
guns, &c. to retire upon Mojaisk. The Rus. 
sian army remained upon the field until the 
next evening, when Prince Kutousof felt 
back three wersts with his main body, aad 
left General Platow with his Cossacks to oc. 
cupy the ground ia frout of Borodiao. 

<é Thus terminated, in the field, the memo 
rable battle of Borodina; end so far it re. 
sembled the battle of Preuss Eylau, but not 
in îts consequences; far Eylau preserved 
Konigsberg, whereas Borodino acceleratcd 
the loss of Moscow. Iam, however, inclia 
ed to think, that Borodino, theoretically, was 
in the field a more decisive victory thandsylau,- 
as the Russians there quitted the ground 
during the same uight; whereas, at Boro. 
dino, it was the enemy who ithdrew. 


$ It, however, greatly diered from Eylau 
in its progress ; for Borodiao was a battle on 
points, — Eylau was a parâde battle, generat 
throughout the lines and covering every man 
in the field with its iron canopy. The Rus. 
sians had more than 600 guns in the field, but: 
the fire was sustained by about 268 pieces. 


$< The loss at Borodino to the Russian 
army was, perhaps, severe ; as it now appears, 
that 25,000 were killed or wounded (at teast.

and well he knows that victory alone is the 
foundation of his throne, that the duration 
of his power is commensurate with thc exis. 
‘tence of his strength. 

dn Spain he conrmenced a contest, which he 
cannot honourably close. He has now done 
the ‘same with Rassia. But Spain, though 
unconguerable, is unconguering. The war 
may there linger in a corner detached from 
the rest of Kurope, teazing, though not dan 
gerous! But Russia! Russia! is a Giant 
Whose progress cannot be regarded with in. 
difference. Her King, her army, and her 
chiefs have not been fraudulently ensnared as 
those of Spain have been. Woeful experience 
häs counted the numbers aad proved the 
strength of her armies. They are too igno- 
rant to be intimated or cajoled, their domin. 
ions toa cXtensive to be occupied, their climate 
too inhospitable to be endured. The seizure 
of Spain was a great blunder 5 but the attack 
on Russia proves to be imminently dangerous, 
thrcatening in its ponsequences the very ezis. 
tence ef the French imperial power. Russia 
must be disposed of ; a peace must be made 
with her, cost what it will; but this is not 
the moment for making it. It must not ap 
pear to be the consequence of defeat, but of. 
victory. 

. Suppose, then, the worst which can happen, 
a peace between Russia and France, on terms 
highly, as highly they must be, favourable to 
the former, compared to the state of thral. 
dom in which she was lately hell. Admitting 
this conseqnenee to happen within six months ;- 
still the situation of England and of Europe 
will be wonderfully improved.” At last there 
willhava been discovered a military power 
capable of defeating the armies, and controul. 
ing the ambition of << the child and champion 
af Jacobinism.”- The natural interests and 
inclinations of that pewer are intercourse and 
friendship with England, With independent 
Russia our commerce and manufaêtures will 
experience. a lively and cheering encourage. 
ment, as lively and cheering as her commerce 
will-experiemee in return; for she is fully as 
much dependent on Great Britain as Great 
Britain is on her, the pressure and privations 
ef non-intercourse haring, more than any 
other cause, stimulated her resistance to 
France. Britain wilt thersfore find in Russia 
a commercial friend of the highest value, and 
a militacy ally of the most imposing strength. 
Bonaparte’s threat af shutting us out from the 
Continent will prave a vain one, and his in=: 
fiuence will be so much weakened in the coun- 
tries bordering upon Russia, under any peace 
Which can ezist, that, trade will go on in-de. 
fance of him—The North of Europe may. 
th d ipate fs 
therefore. be regarded as cmancipated. This: 
ls the least good consequence which can result 
from tik present state of things. 
_ Bat, admitting that by excessive concessions 
Buonapâste procures peace with Russia, it is

material to. ask, what then will be the condi. 
tion in which his eharacter and his power. will 
remain? Any peace he may obtain, though 
made on the heels"ok'vietory. will not conceal 
is completo failure hú the-briginal objects of 
the war.

ceive that he has sustained an irrecozerakté, a 
mortal defeat, His spirits will sink; rage

able army he will watch the ‘main body of, 


and despair will possess him at {he mention of 
Russia, notwithstanding his assumgd airs of a 
different temper. The word Russta will tar. 
nish the lustre of his name=mit will be the 
dread of his friends, the hope and exultation 
of his enemies. Dismayed but dissembling 5 
humbled im spirit, but haughty in carriage, he 
may continue his Imperial existence for some 
time longer. But Russia! Russial is a con= 
suming fre which must destroy him. Mis re. 
putatien for invincibility is gone, he has 
committed a great blunder as a General, he 
has deserted his army fer personal safety, and 
he has left it to perish. ‘To struggle on with 
Russia is vain. The march to Moscow will 
nerer be remembered but with horror; aud 
what view but of a similar scene can be en. 
tertained, even if the conquest of St. Peters. 
burgh were atchieved, now, since so unegui. 
vocal a pledge to obtain freedom or death has 
been given, as the sending the Russian Heet to 
an English port for safety? ‘Thatstep as 
much as the burning of Moscow warns Bona. 
parte of the fruitlessness of victories, even 
should he be able to guiu them. ‘Fo, 
struggle on with Russia except for such 
a peace as has been described, is therefore 
vain; to renew tlte contest hereafter will be 
equally vain; aml the continuance of so 
much oppression as Buonaparte has practised, 
without a belief in his omnipotence, is im- 
possible. Ele must relax: frstin the north 
of Germany, and subsequently in other parts. 
Relazation will be the death of his power, as 
well as of his system. A ferocious and over. 
whelming energy has carried him to what he 
is. When that slackens, in consequence of 
defeat, his downfall is certain, and no man 
knows this better than he himself knows it, 
— ile may not fall so soon as the rash and 
sanguine anticipate, but he has reached his 
meridian point, and his decline will not be so 
slow as his rise, rapid as that has beeu. The 
splendaur of ‘his arms is eclipsed, he can no 
longer dazzle the world to blindness, te stu. 
por by his victories; and even Frenchmen 
will not submit to his grinding tyranny when 
he is shorne of his renown. We may- there. 
fore safely hail the new day which dawns 
upon Europe; fora Land King as well as a 
Water King has risen up capable of protect. 
ing nations, and the hearts of mankind beat 
high in the hopes of a speedy deliverance.—

Lord Sligo, 

however, is eccentric enough not to like 

vulgar pleasures,—he turnef from Sicily 

and its profligacies, to seek Greece, the 

mother of anctent genius and Libert y—and 

the vessel whick was destined to carry him 

through the Archipelago, was at (lie same 
time prepared to maintain the lionour of 
the flag she bore. 

There is one thing left for this young 
Nobleman to do, and that is, to bear the 
result of his prosecution with fortitude— 
let him do willing homageto the law, at 
the sacrifice which has been required from 
him. Let him learn that Laws are meant 
for commuuities, and not for individuals — 
and that although one man may be pinched 
uaduly by their special operation, still 
that several ef the main powers of gociet 
can be preserved in. their full and esten- 
tial energy often times, upon no terms, 
more ‘ùmiversaliy equable. He will, we 
are satisfied, endure the consequence of his 
prosecution ‘with-a temper becoming:one of 
the hereditary legislators of the Limpire, 
and with that liberal sense of duty, which 
need ‘not exact from manlincss or tortitude 
even toendure à more severe condition, 
whenever they may result froin the sen- 
tence of the Law, (Dublin Paper.

„The Erapress Maria Louisa, on her ar- 
tival ät Compiegue; was very much aston- 


ished to find in her apartments the very 
same furniture as in those she occupied at 
Vienna. Berthier had got all packed up 
aard sent by post-carriages. He was prc- 
sent when Maria Louisa was so agrecably 
surprised, and received her thanks for that 
attention. He immediately replied, that 
he had only executed the Emperor's or- 
ders. “TI supposed so, Sir,” said her 
Majesty to lim, “ but T oughttothank you 
for your zeal, in so well fulsilling the small. 
est inteutions of my husband.” Berthier 
had carried the gallantry of Buonaparte so 
far as to send off many animals, amongst 
which was a canary,‚, which sung delight- 
fully, and to which Maria Livuisa was very 
partial. | 
_ When Buonaparte was alone for the 
first tine with his young wife, we may well 
imagine he made her the strongest protes- 
tation, as isthe custom of all newly mar 
ried men. He said amongst many other 
fashionable sentiments, that he shoukl es- 
teem himself the bappiest of men, if by his 
attentions to prevent her smallest wishes, he 
should succeed in rendering himself worthy 
of her love. Maria Louisa, answered, 
that that would not be very ditficult, since 
she had toved him before she knew him. 
Buonaparte, notwithstanding the suavity 
with which that assurance must have filled 
his heart, appeared ineredulous and told 
her “ IT thank you for the flattering com- 
pliment you have the goodness to make me, 
and Ì beg you to believe, F shall neglect 
nothing to deserve it.” [tell you only 
what L really think,” replied Maria Louisa, 
<< [am of a family, in which the love of 
glory is hereditary, and you have acquired 
so much ef it, that my avowal ought not 
to be suspected.” We areassured,that at 
{hese words, Buonaparte could no longer 
conceal his feelings, that he threw-hiuself 
at the knees of the Einpress who hastily 
raised him upsthey teuderly embraced, 
aud swore to one another an eternal attach» 
ment. Ás Buonaparte's happiness would 
have been imperfect, if this had not been 
known, he took the first opportunity of 
relieving his mind, by imparting the ad- 
venture to Berthier, Duroc, and other con« 
Ádents, who each on their part caused this 
communication to be rapidly circulated 
that the public might be informed of it. 
Upon Maria Louisa’s arrival at' Paris, 
she was visited by the most distinguished 
personages of the ancient court, ‘The

main, till then invincible, and who had 
pertinaciously refused alt Buonaparte’s 
invitations, could not resist the satistaction 
of imparting toan Austrian Archduchess, 
the deep regret which they had felt for 
these fifteen years, at the dreadful catas- 
trophe of her august aunt. “Itis vain,” 
answered that Princess, ““ (hat we seek to 
oppose the decrees of Providence. Too 
much gooduess brought my unfortunate

Thedignified tone 
of the Empress, a profound sigh which 
escape her, and some tears which so sorrow- 
ful a recollection drew from her, gave the 
whole assembly a very high idea of the 
noblencess of her character, of the justness 
of her understanding, and the sensibility 
of her soul.

On 
her return, she perceived Buonaparte, who 
was waiting for her. On quitting the ves- 
sel, her foot slipped, and she would have 
fallen down, if General Vandamme, who 
held her hand, had not supported her, by 
putting bis arm round her waist. Buouna- 
parte, who was at about ten paees distant 
with the engineer, perceived the accident ; 
he ran up‚ and said rather angrily, 
é< What! do you not yet know, Madam, 
howto use your feel properly?” Maria 
Louisa, without being disconcerted at this 
apostrophe, looked at rim steadly; and 
said jocularly, “* To hear yon speak thus, 
Sir, would not one think that you never 
matte a false step in yourlife?” This re- 
proach was made in that tone, mixed with 
sweetness and dignity, which can only be 


àcquired by an union of the favours of ua j, 


ture and the benefits of superior education. 
Buonaparte felt how much he was in the 
wrong, and although bittle accustomed to 
such remonstrances,.he replied very sub. 
wissively, “1 beg, Madam,. you will ex. 
cuse my abruptness, and only attribute it 
tothe fear. occasioned by.the idea af the 
harm a fall might do you.”—“ Since that 
is the casc‚°’ said the Empress; still smiling, 
<< L forgive you; give me your arm.” So 
much goad nature forced the Corsican bear 
to smoothen his countenance, so far as to 
show his yellow teeth, a thing which very 


seldom happened to him at Boulogne 


since his nomination as Emperor. Â 

er might have made a very intere 

picture in catching at that moment 

features of those two personages.
